2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1,2, 5-58 meet the criteria set out in POT Article 33(2)-C3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest that the molar 
ratio of the transition metal catalyst to the atom transfer radical polymerization initiator is less than 0.05 and the reducing agent reacts 
with at least one of the transition metal catalyst, and the compound comprising a radically transferable atom or group to form a 
compound that does not participate significantly in control of the polymerization process. 

Claims 1,2, 5-58 meet the criteria set out in POT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
